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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 20-24, 27, 30 and 36-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Shebert, Jr. et al. US 6,276,339. The document discloses a support 
element 1 10 for mutual support of a fuel injector in a valve seat of a cylinder head of an 
internal combustion engine and against a fuel distributor, the support element 110 
comprising a clamp 1 16 and clips 1 17, as well as a bracket 111, wherein the fuel 
injector protrudes through a hole therein. Note that the bracket 1 1 1 rests against a 
planar surface of the fuel distributor 121 and of the injector. The clips 117 rest against 
the fue| distributor 121 . Regarding claim 23, note the portions of clamp 116 rest 
circumferentially against the injector. See Figures 1-3. 

3. Claims 20-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Lorraine et al. US 5,970,953. The document discloses a support element for mutual 
support of a fuel injector in a valve seat of a cylinder head of an internal combustion 
engine and against a fuel distributor, the support element 210 comprising a clamp 240 
and clips 254, as well as a bracket 222, wherein the fuel injector 212 protrudes through 
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a hole therein. Note that the bracket 222 rests against a planar surface of the fuel 
distributor 214. The clips 254 rest against the fuel distributor 214. Regarding claim 23, 
note the portions of clamp 254 rest circumferentially against the injector. See Figures 5- 
6. Note the opening for the electrical connector and the symmetrically arranged second 
bracket 233. 

Conclusion
